Thrrc is a peculiar pleasure in v etching 
Tito st^ind up to Stalin and his crowd as he 
eltd the other day in attacking MnUdo 's 
denunciation t» f him at Warsaw. 
For one 
thing, he speaks as an insider, not from 
the west si ie of the iron curtain, and his 
fire power is something that Athesnn, Mor­ 
rison and Srhum n <ombined cannot hope 
to equal. Whether his appeal to the Poles 
to follow* the Yugoslav example and cast 
eff their Hussian bonds will produce any 
effect cannot be known now. But the west 
can scarcely fad to heed hi» warning that 
Sfalm** “j>erti-e pigeon ” aren’t to be Iru'ded, 
In the three y ears since Tito broke with 
the f ominform. he ha never ceased to be a 
wound in Stahn’k sid<- 
He i.- the kremlin’f 
enemy N<. 1, not rhuK oill or any lmdy else. 
That of course is w’hy the west is helping 
him. He hacks away at Moscow's grip with 
more effect than can any non-communist 
power. 
His strategic position is mmensely 
valuable. 
Yugoslavia protects the allied 
right flank in Germany and Austria, act* 
■s a link to Greece and Turkey and as a 
muffer to Italy and the Adriatic. 
Without 
help from the west he would be hard put 
to maintain hLs position, and his defeat 


would be a blow to all the free nations. 
Therefore he cannot be abandoned at this 
Jurif 1 ure. 
None of this TKiint.s to a turn toward de- 
m-'» cr.iry on Tito's part. 
He is still a 
communist, hut his maneuvers indicate the 
flexibility of party tactii i.. His pea.sants are 
even biugber than the Russians, who have 
been digging their heels in the ground with 
remarkable persistency . 
Moscow is out to 
get him h,i(k Into line, one w*ay or an­ 
other, and It h to America’s interest to pre­ 
vent this. 
To<» , the New York Herald-Tribune sug­ 
gests, the reprrs* ion? practi.sed by Ru.ssit 
on her neighbors are bound to induce re- 
action.^ cl.scwherc like that in Yugoslavia, 
though perhaps not .so extreme. 
When they 
are strong enough, it's helpful to have Mar­ 
shal Tito on the scene to answer Stalin in 
his own terms.

Disciples of Miss Kellems 


The 16 hou.sewives of Marshall, Tex., who 
have refused to collect or pay the new with­ 
holding tax on the wages of their hired help 
•ren’t going to get very far on that track, 
and perhaps they never expected to. May be 
they only want to publicize what they con- 
aider an unfair nuisance tax, and stir up the 
Voters against I t 
If they are in earnest, and took their cue 
from M lu Vivian Kellema, the fittin g Con­ 
necticut industrialist who for a long time 
refused to collect or pay the tax on her 
factory employ es, they would be wrong to 
take heart from the fact that the penalty 
ageinst her was remitted. 
This was on 
grounds that her violaUcm of the law hadn’t 


been ‘•wilful" Hlthough it almost certainly 
had. The government slapped 
a lien on her 
property when it filed the complaint, and 
seized the amount of tax due, plus the pen­ 
alty . She has been collecting and pay ing 
ever since, a newshound reports. 
The Texas rebels have enough real estate 
to satisfy the government’s claims, so they 
aren’t likely to go to jail, unless of course 
they take pot shots at the collector of Internal 
revenue, or set fire to his office. If the mild­ 
ness of this recourse disappoints them, they 
are still free to appeal to the courts and to 
petition congress—at the same time con­ 
tributing their bit to a fund which in time 
will cushion the old age of their cooks, 
maids, butlers and chauffeurs. 


Wetbacks From the North 
Canadians have known for a long while 
that they were steadily loting citizens of 
brains and talent by ‘aeiiing down south* 
about 2,900 artists, actors, writers, music­ 
ians and students a y ear. At the same time 
Canadians coming home to retire after hav­ 
ing lived to r y ears in the United States, 
numbered about 7,000 a y ear. But their ey es 
were op« ied the other day when the Mas­ 
sey eommlnion (study ing the condition of 
the arts and sciences) found that the gross 
loss was actually about 18,000 a y ear. 
More shocking than the total was the 
analy sis of component parts, which showed 
that |» t>fetsional men and akliied workers, 
who make up but one-fifth of Canada’s 
populatkm, coiutlUitad two-fifths of Uie 


emigrants. Of working women, 68 percent 
ere in clerical, professional or personal 
service occupations the country over—but 
they make up 8 4 percent of female immi­ 
grants. More than 10 percent are nurses 
—and only last month, the report shows, a 
nursing shortage forced a Toronto hospital 
to close one wing of its private patients’ 
floor. 
American fields are too lush and green 
to be resisted; that’s all there is to it. For 
y ears the advantages of bringing Canada 
into the United States have been discussed. 
In view of England’s situation and outlook, 
and the virtual shrinkage of the earth in 
late y eara, Canadians might consider the

Aug. 1 omitted all mention of 
Joaeph Stalin. 
This omlmiofi is universally 
Interpreted by the experts as 
an open snub by the ChlneM 
communists to the Soviet dic­ 
tator and thus to the Soviet 
Unitm. 
Ihi 
significance 
is 
pointed up by the fact that 
MarshaU 
Tito 
had his 
first 
^ 
warning of the impending 
storm when his 
name was omitted from 
slogans in the 
Moscow May Day celebrations. But even 
before this m atter of the slogans, there was 
extraordinarily significant evidence of pos­ 
sible discord 
between 
the 
Russian and 
Chinese communists. 
This took the form of seven long articles 
by leading Chinese communist party func­ 
tionaries, published in July on the oc­ 
casion of the party 's Thirtieth anniversary , 
and forwarded very recently to the state 
department by the American consulate gen­ 
eral ill Hong Kong. These documents point 
directly to a 
number 
of 
conclusions, of 
which the most important may be summed 
up as follows: 
Mao Tse-tung, Chinese communist leader, 
considers communist China an ally of the 
Soviet Union, but an indcpendeBt and 
ee- 
equal ally . Moreover, far from contenting 
hinruielf with the role of a mere satellite 
leader, Mae Tae-tung considers himself the 
eqnat, and in an Ideolofical sense the su­ 
perior, of Joeeph Stslin. The possibilities of

Finally , and most significant of all, Mao 
Tse-tung is pictured as a new high priest 
of 
“Marxlst-Leninist 
science," 
a higher 
priest, by implication, than Joseph Stalin 
himself. 
All this can be misinterpreted. It does not 
mean—necessarily — an 
authentic 
Titoist 
China is in prospect, nor even that a Titoist 
China, acting on “Mao Tse-tung’s theory of 
revolution" should give grounds for com­ 
placency about the future of Asia. But it 
does mean that communist China’s rulers 
have served clear notice on the kremlin that 
communist China will not be reduced to the 
submis.sive status of a European satellite 
without a fierce struggle.

WASHINGTON.—The 
party in 
power 
has a tremendous advantage in the influ­ 
ence it wields in prejudicing public opin­ 
ion, but this advantage was never better 
illustrated than in the circumstances under 
which President Truman de­ 
livered his speech last Satur­ 
day in Detroit. 
Here was a supposedly non­ 
partisan ceremony —the cele­ 
bration of the 250th anniver- 
iary of the founding of the 
city of Detroit. All the major 
radio networks and television 
stations turned over their ta- 
cilities freely so that the presi­ 
dent’s address might be carried 
in full. 
This privilege is given a president on the 
assumption that his speeches are non-po­ 
litical. Otherwise, he would have to pay 
for broadcast time, just as do spokesmen 
or candidates of political parties. 
But what did Mr. Truman do with the 
facilities » ven him for a non-polliical ad­ 
dress? Using the familiar technique of at­ 
tack on unnamed groups of his opponents, 
he assailed those who di.sagree with him 
and reviewed the record of the dernncrutic 
party with a boastfulness about its achieve­ 
ments that was unmistakably partisan. 
To interpolate a reference obviously of 
• political nature in a non-political speech 
was to violate the understanding which the 
broadcasting companies have that addresses 
by the president will be non-political. H 
they are political, it isn’t customary for the 
broadcasting networks to clear all their sta-

The kings of England 
are public figures, dedicated to 
lives of public service. In a nation 
of free people, they may enjoy 
none of the personal freedoms that 
are the privilege of even their 
humblest, subjects. 
This Is necessarily the destiny 
of monarchy , and only rigid com­ 
pliance with that code can assure 
the continuity of the monarchy in 
modern times. For centuries past 
the kings of England have trodden 
the straight and narrow path of 
duty 
without 
questioning 
that 
duty . But not so very long ago 
one of them, Edward VIII, sought 
to act like the man he believed 
himself to be behind the roy al 
mask. The result, the abdication 
of Edward VIII after a reign of 
only 325 day s, turned out to be 
what H. L. Mencken Irreverently 
called “the greatest story since 
the Cruiclflxlon." 
Not content with abdicating to 
marry the woman he loved, the 
duke of Windsor further defied 
tradition recently by writing 
a 
book about his life and experi­ 
ences, thus putting himself on 
record as the first member of his 
august house to become an au­ 
thor. “ A King’s Sto ry " (Putnam) 
has, understandably , been a best 
seller since publication.

Subtidiied Houting 
LINCOLN. — A few thoughts 
on the present campaign being 
whipped up, apparently , to force 
the city council into some action 
on public housing before the state 
law requiring a public vote on the 
subject can go into effect: 
1. Let’s be accurate. Please stop 
calling it “low cost” housing. It is 
no such thing. It is “subsidized 
housing," subsidized by all tax­ 
pay ers, 
the 
large 
majority 
of 
whom cannot themselves afford to 
live in houses costing as much as 
the ones the public-housers would 
build. Will Max Swan, manager 
of the city housing authority , deny 
teat these units will cost $10,000 
each? They cost closer to $12,000 
in Omaha. Did y our house cost 
$10,000, dear reader? 
2. Let’s encourage real low- 
cost housing. Go out and see what 
private builders are putting up to 
sell for $5,700 with pay ments un­ 
der $40 per month after a down 
pay ment of a few hundred dollars. 
3. Let’s urge the congress to 
take off restrictions on building 
such truly low-cost homes for 
rent. Our beneficent ^vem m ent, 
which forces up building costs by 
rent controls, wage spirals and 
other 
inflationary 
devices, 
has 
done nothing in the housing field 
since World war II ended except 
to encourage 
people to 
spend 
more than they could afford for 
housing—and to plead for high 
cost public housing projects. 
4. Let’s encourage builders to 
construct at least 1,000 of these 
real low-cost houses—and seek in­ 
vestors who would put up at least 
500 of these fo low-rent—if con­ 
gress will permit. Then, families 
pay ing $40 to $50 for pig-sties can 
move into these. 
5. If we as citizens have failed 
in the few flagrant cases being 
featured in the newspapers, let’s 
ask the Community Chest to in­ 
crease its budget a little and let’s 
each give a little more so we can 
move those families out of pig-' 
sties—and let’s give them a few 
dollars a month, if necessary , to 
pay rent on better quarters. If 
charity is needed, let’s provide it! 
6. Finally , let’s support May or 
Anderson in his very sensible 
plan to secure an accurate list of 
the families which would qualify 
for subsidized housing. ']Diere’s a 
lot of loose talk about 700 units 
needed, with a minimum of 350 at 
once. If even 350 were built, it 
would take a needle-hunting crew 
to find 350 families legally quali­ 
fied. Of course, it wouldn’t be 
hard to find several times that 
many who would like to live in 
better houses than 80 percent of 
Lincoln citizens inhabit, for a few 
dollars a month—ana who would 
be willing to suppress their ambi­ 
tion for a better earning power 
just so they could continue to live 
in subsidized housing.
